TC Has World's 
Largest Navy 

The Transportation Corps oper¬ 
ates more ships than either the 
U. S. Navy, the British Navy, or 
the British Merchant Marine, ac¬ 
cording to Major General C. P. 
Gross, TC Commanding General. 

General Gross said the Army 
“literally covers the earth. Army 
vessels put into more than 100 
foreign ports of call, many in 
strange and distant places.” 

Although the total number of 
Army vessels is a military secret, 
it is known that in 1943 alone, 
3900 new vessels were added to 
its fleet. 

The Army employs civil service 
seamen to operate its more than 
155 types of vessels: Liberty 
freighters, troop ships, mine plant¬ 
ers, anti-submarine patrol boats, 
balloon barges, landing barges, ice¬ 
breakers, tankers, air propeller 
swamp gliders, and marine trac¬ 
tors.

Anzites are taking 
advantage of these correspondence 
and self teaching courses.

ITALIAN — The Anzio Beach¬ 
head is no longer a beachhead. 
This was a history-making week 
in Italy, as on Thursday at 0731, 
the forces of the 5th Army from 
the Anzio area joined forces with 
the other allied front of the 5th 
Army in the Pontine Marshes be¬ 
low Rome. The get-together was 
the climax of a march of over 
sixty miles for the men of the 5th 
Army. 

Our -air forces hold complete 
control of the air over this entire 
area. An aviation spokesman says 
highway conditions are chaotic for 
the Germans both north and south 
of Rome. Now the way is prepared 

for spectacular drives to Rome- 

and beyond. 

To the north, we plunged past 
the little town of Arneta, and 
American GIs got their first sight 
of the city of Rome itself. Auth¬ 
orities declared that probably the 
Germans would make only a token 
defense of the Imperial city, part¬ 
ly because of its lack of strategic 
importance, now that their armies 
to the south have been routed, and 
partly because the Nazis wish to 
blame the Allies for any damage 
caused by the attack. 

<0n the 8th Army front, success 
was the order of the day. British, 
French, Canadian, and Polish 
troops pushed on up the Liri Val¬ 
ley from Cassino to capture the 
towns of Piedimonte and Acquino, 
the last remaining strongpoints on 


the vaunted Adolph Hitler line. 

AIR INVASION — Last week 
began with bad flying weather. 
But the halt in the air war was 
a lull before the worst storm yet, 
for on Wednesday, our bombers 
let loose the wrath of over 8000 
tons of bombs. It was a record- 
breaking armada of more than 
6500 planes, aimed at the capital 
cities of Berlin, Vienna, and Paris. 
Thursday we were at it again, with 
more than 6000 planes involved. 

The greatest U. S. raid of all 
time took place on Sunday, in¬ 
volving about 2200 British based 
daylight raiders, all in a single 
sortie against synthetic oil plants 
and other installations in Central 
and Western Germany. 

SHADOWS OF COMING 
EVENTS— Daily broadcasts were 
beamed to the underground of 
Europe throughout the week, giv¬ 
ing General Eisenhower’s instruc¬ 
tions as to proper activity to assist 
in the invasion when it comes. Our 
second army in Europe was told 
to keep informed about German 
troops and materiel movements, 
to keep in readiness, and above all, 
to play a safe game, for all hands 
will be needed when D-Day ar¬ 
rives. 

The word “liberation” was used 
in the White House during the 
week, as President Roosevelt, in a 
statement definitely promising ac¬ 
tion on Europe’s continent this 
summer, pointed out that our op¬ 
erations would not be in the na¬ 
ture of an invasion, but rather a 
liberation of Hitler’s conquered 
peoples. The invasion begins, he 
said, when we go into Germany 
proper. 

The week saw Prime Minister 
Churchill addressing the House of 
Commons regarding the Allies’ 
postwar plans for Europe. He ad¬ 
vocated a world organization, sim¬ 
ilar to the League of Nations, but 
with one vast difference ... it 
would be armed with power to en¬ 
force its decisions and policies. 
The policemen of the world are to 
be the Big Four of the Allies. 

Mr. Churchill also commented 
that he was pleased with Spain 
for keeping both eyes closed while 
we moved men and materials 
through Gibralter for our Mediter¬ 
ranean campaigns. 

PACIFIC HOP, SKIP AND 
JUMP — While monsoon rains 
slowed action on the Burma fronts 
and Admiral Nimitz’ air arm blast¬ 
ed the Kuriles to the north and 
Ponape and Truk to the south, the 
New Guinea campaign was prac¬ 
tically brought to a successful con¬ 
clusion. This was accomplished by 
another of our land-jumping as¬ 
saults, this time to the fortified 
island of Biak, in the Schouten 
Group, at the extreme northwest 
corner of the vast island. The as¬ 
sault is continuing as this is writ¬ 
ten, but success seems assured. 
We’ve stopped sending too little, 
too late, to accomplish objectives 
in the Pacific.

Because of its small size, it slips easily 
through the nets, then speeds toward an enemy ship where the 
two-man crew attaches the warhead of the torpedo to the ship’s 
hull just below the surface. Then a time fuse is set and the men 
speed away on their electricity-driven craft. In a few minutes the 
enemy ship blows up.

Speedy Discharge Planned 
For Vets of World War II 

The War Department has an¬ 
nounced a new system of speeding 
up the machinery for discharging 
soldiers at special separation cen¬ 
ters. 

The plan operates with a mini¬ 
mum of red tape. Each soldier 
gets a brief and snappy orienta¬ 
tion talk about his return to civil¬ 
ian life. Then he gets a complete 
medical examination, the first in¬ 
stallment of his mustering out pay 
and travel pay to the place of his 
induction. 

All told, only 48 hours will be 
lost from the time a GI arrives at 
the separation center until he 
boards a train for home. Previous¬ 
ly this procedure took three weeks 
or more.

Year of Military 
Training Urged by 
General Hershey 

With 3,600,000 men under 38 
already declared unacceptable for 
military service, Major General 
Hershey, national Selective Ser¬ 
vice director, recommended that 
the country’s male youth be given 
at least one year of training and 
physical development — in peace¬ 
time—essentially “for the purpose 
of national preservation.” 

Addressing the opening session 
of the fifty-ninth annual confer¬ 
ence of the American Session for 
Health, Physical Education and 
Recuperation at the Hotel Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Hershey said that such a 
program should be available, not 
only to the physically fit, but to 
those “able to participate and 
benefit by it.” 

Hershey disclosed that about 
3,600,000 men already are over¬ 
seas when he said the number of 
men rejected in the draft about 
equalled the size of the overseas 
force. 

Explaining later that he had re¬ 
ferred to compulsory military 
training, Hershey said there should 
be “one place and one year where 
and when young Americans will 
meet as participants equally in the 
duties, in the privileges, and in the 
pleasures of national training.”

200 Each Day Seeking 
Transfer to Infantry 

More than 200 enlisted men a 
day are applying for transfer to 
the Infantry as a result of a recent 
War Department announcement 
that enlisted men under 32 may 
request such transfers. 

Under this procedure, qualified 
men from all other arms may make 
written requests through military- 
channels to the Adjutant General, 
giving name, grade, age, serial 
number, organization, military oc¬ 
cupational specialist and specifica¬ 
tion serial numbers.
